THE OBJECTS OF MASONRY. 

The reply given by the Prince of Wales to the address presented to him by 
the Freemasons of Bombay is very gratifying. The Prince, as Grand- Master of 
the Craft, expressed his satisfaction at its flourishing condition in Bombay, 
proving as this does that the institution fulfills its objects in uniting together 
men of various creeds and races in a bond of brotherhood affording common 
objects for exertion. We infer from it clearly that the Prince wishes to see the 
members of the different races and creeds knit together for unsectarian objects, 
and that therefore he himself is unwilling to make any distinction tetween man 
and man on racial or religious grounds. Now such an avowal, spontancously as 
it comes from the mouth of the heir-apparent of one of the most glorious crowrs 
in the civilised world, is of no mean significancy. The Prince thereby acknow- 
ledges that there are high and worthy objects in life lying beyond the domain of 
religion and quite distinct from it, which men of all creeds may pursue in com- 
mon and thus be connected by a most powerful tie which sectarianism cannot 
break, or to use a New Testament phrase applied in an opposite sense, against 
which the gates of hell will not prevail. In the second place it points out the 
special importance of this institution to us Jews. The primary source and 


apring of all prejudice against us and cf all the persecutions of our race has, 


originated in sectarianism. Our object therefore must be to counteract this 
fierce enemy by every means in our power. True, racial hatred, it is said, is 
at the bottom of some of these persecutions, as for instance in Roumania. But 
this we cannot admit. For the moment a Jew embraces Christianity he enters 
on the enjoyment of all the privileges of the other natives. Now, if by conver- 
sion the Jew changes his religion, it does not and cannot affect his race. Perse- 
cution therefore, pretending to originate in racial hatred, is were hypocrisy to 
cloak the hideousness of naked fanaticism, whic is only intensified sectarianism- 
Freemasonry, as the Prince has declared, is one of the most powerful antidotes 
against sectarianism—the unrelenting persecutor of Jews and Judaism. The 
promotion of Masonry therefore is clearly in the interests of the Jewish people. 


LANGRAND DUMONCEAUL, 

Who has not heard of this grand Belgian banker, possessor of millions, 
staunch Catholic and founder of the International Land Credit Company ? Here was 
aman after the heart of tlie benevolent Piux IX. by whom he was made a count 
and whose special blessing he received in his efforts to chiristianise or rathet 
catholicise capital. Good Catholics were no longer to entrust their money to 
either Jew or infidel, but to a God-fearing man, whose rule of conduct was to be 
based on the Syllabus who accerted without reserve the dogina of the Immacu- 
late Conception and with all his heart beiieved in Papal Infallibility.

THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. | 

The decision arrived at on Sunday week by the meeting of the Bayswater con- 
gregation has a much wider bearing than the contending parties seem to be aware 
of. Apparently the contest was between those who sought to meet the demand 
for additional synagogue accommodation by building a larger place of worship 
than that in existence and those who preferred the erection of a-new one. Ip 
reality the question divested of its purely. local character, and expressed in 
general terms, is: Are we, in order to meet the demands of an increasing and 
spreading community, to have, as heretofore, comparatively large centralised 
synagogues or small decentralised places of worship? The contest has been 
decided, and we believe the verdict was just. ‘On the strictly local narrow ground 
on which the question was argued by the Chairman, no doubt -inuch was, and 
still more might have been said in favour of the view held by him, But taken 
in ita widest sense and considered in the light in which we regard it, the position 
taken by the party that lost was untenable. 


The community is therefore to be 
congratulated on. the issue. 


At this moment St. Jolin's Wood and Notting Hill.

or impliedly, must develop itself. The effect may first be felt in the two districts 
named, but it cannot end there. The next quarter to reap the benefit will be the 
East End.

of the West. If there be any logic in the principle laid down by the meeting of 
the members of the Bayswater Synagogue, the efforts of the promoters of the 
Stepney Synagogue must be as much seconded as those which are being made in 
Notting Hill and St. John’s Wood. In this respect sound policy is at one with 
the bidding of religion. Experience teaches that there is flowing on a steady 
albeit slow. stream of Jewish migration from the East to the West. The indus 
trious Jewish classes frequently begin their career in the East, and as they w otk 
on and are successful, they or at least their children are carried on by the tide of 
their prosperity through the Citv first to the squares parallel to Iolborn, ind then 
through this temporary stage farther and farther West. The East End may tus 
to a certain extent be considered as the nursery ground whence come those who 
frequently fill the gaps left behind by those who in the physical oF moral 
struggles in society, unfortunately succumb. We have only to look around us to 
see that this view is correct. By looking well after the nursery ground we im 
fact only make provision for the future. Those now aided to rear a synogegue 
will in their turn become supporters of synagogues. Neglect them, and syne 
gogal institutions will become estranged from them. They will do nothing for 
the synagogue and its institutions when time shall bave supplied them the means 
for becoming synagogal supporters.

It is said that the best jurists in Holland are Jews, Some years ago, while Heer Godefroi 
a Jew, was Minister of Justice, a German, involved in some law salt, came to Holland 
and asked his friends to recommend hiin some able lawyer, to whom he inight entrust his 
cause. He was referred to one who happened to be a Jew, In the course of his trial. he 
came into contact with several officers of the Court, all of whom happened to be Jews 
Soon afterwards, he had an interview with the Minister of J ustice, and lo, and behold! it 
was again a Jew, The Minister advised him to seek an audience of the King for the 
settlement cf his affairs. The suitor innocently asked ; « Excellency, isthe King alsoa Jew ? 
THE earliest traces of Insurances have as yet been found a the Talmud. In the 
Jorepfta Baba Kama (chap. xi.), we read: “ Donkey drivers may make an ebtewwsel to 
the effect: for each of us who loses an ass (through robbers or wild heasts) we will procure 
another ass. If he has lost the ass through his own fault, they are not obliged to give him 
another aes; but if it has been lost without his fault, they must get him another.’

They had a magnificent synagogue, celebrated all over the 
world. It was so large that the precentor had to give. a signal with sudarium to the wor: 
shippers to let them know that they had to respond with amen, as his voice would not have 
reached those at a certain distance. In this synagogue the worshippers did not seat as 
they pleased, but were divided according to their trades. Thus the goldsmiths, silver- 
smiths, the coppersmiths, workers of nails, or néeedlers and weavers, occupied benches of 
their own: aud, wherever a poor, strange artizan entered. he took his place on the 
benches of his guild, which supported him until he obtained employment. The copper- 
smiths of Alexandria, who in their travels carried with them beds, which could be taken 
to pieces, aud whose badge wasa leathern apron, had also a synagogue of their own at 
Jerusalem, as well as a cemetery. That their organisaticn was that of a corporation is

We would also call attention 
to Ibn Ezra’s commentary to Psalm 81, where a similar tradition is referred to, The fact 
that the years of release (Siemitah) and jubilee began wita the first day of the seventh 
month appears to us sufficient evidence, that the civil New Year of the ancient Hebrews 
slways was on the first new moon after the autumnal equinox, as that is certainly of Mosaic

MANUSCRIPT OF THE HEBREW SCRIPTURE.—The Codex of the Hebrew Scriptures 
which Rabbi Aaron ben Asber prepared bus been recently aiscovered at Aleppo, and Dr, 
Ginsburg, the well known Urientalist, intends to start in a week or two for Syria on pur- 
pose to coilate it.

It is not the 
first time that my attention has been called to the great urgency of the Jewish 
burial, for we have read frequently of cases in which persons have been above 
twelve hours in a trance. My reason fot making this fact known, is, that some- 
thing shonid be done tu prevent its repetition ; and [ think we should keep our 
dead at least from thirty-six to forty-eight hours. [ don't, however, write this 
letter to find any fault with any of the Leeds’ officials, but to protest against the 
continuance of the system of which I complain. |

OUR BRETHREN ABROAD. 


Zvuricu.—There is now a Jewish Russian young lady at the University of 
this city who puisues medical studies. She is cousidered a rather promising 
student. ‘There is a good chance of the Jewish people soon possessing another 
Rebecca of the healing art. There are about sixty Jewish families in this city. 
But they are without rabbi although they possess a synagogue ; they are princi- 
pally mercbants and shopkeepers, and seein to be prosperous. 

GaLiciA.—The petition of the Rabbis of Bohemia to the ministry for a sub- 
vention having met with a favourasle reception, the rabbis of Galicia 
are said to be about to take a similar step with the Government. Con- 
ferences of rabbis of Moravia have likewise been held for the same purpose, 

Ererigs —A Jew, Dr. Judas 8. Horovitz, was elected Professor of Roman 
Law in the Evangelical Juridical Academy. In the same city, as well as in 
a-veral others, the high schools are numerously attended by Jews. It may be 
said that one-fourth of the students are Jews. On the other hand there are 

ublic schovls founded by, and for Jews, which are also attended by Jows. 

Sicnon Lugzzato.—Thbis gentleman, to whom the Lialian Government has 
entrusted the task of negotiating fresh treaties of commerce with France, Austria, 
and Switz.rland, is a coreligionist, and one of the youngest deputies in the 
Chambers. lle is described as possessing a vast acquaintance with political 
economy, and ranks amoung the first in ts baiaed of knowledge. He has under 
him two assistants, one of Who is likewise a Jew, and who is the head of one 
of the divisions in the Ministry for Foreign Affairs.—A. J. 

GERMANY.—It is gratifying to see that, despite the clerical agitation against 
the Jews, people and government rewain equally faithful to the principle of 
religious equality, At Staldt, the municipality and the other anthorities have 
agreed to make religious instruction ovligatory for Jewish pupils attending the 
high achoo!, aud fixed the valary to be paid to the teacher, At Carisruhe, Paden, 
a training cullege. lor teachers is about to be opened. to which Jews will. be 
admitted, beth as siudents and teachers. In the Grand Duchy of Less the 
Jewish teacher Klingenstein las received an appointment by the Government in 
one of the public echoyis, in which there are now engaged three Prot: sian's, 
Catholics and one Jew, ‘lhe eminent Professor Jratibe, of Knropean celebrity, who 
occupied a prolessorial chair at the medical faculty of the University of serlin, has, 
iu consequence of ii-healib, been obliged to. tender his resignation. This is 
generally regretted, especially among the poor of his coreligionists, to whom 
he at all times afforded medical advice gratuitously, and that in a most liberal 
manner. 

Worzpourc.—Something analogous to the Mortara affair lately occurred in 
this Bavarian city. A Jewish widow lady made great sa:rifices to enable her 
boy to attend the gratmmar school of the place. While pursuing his studies, he 
paid frequent visits to Canon Ruland. Some days ago the Canon took the lad 
to Bishop Reismann, and it was agreed that the youth should enter a monastery. 
The unfortunate mother having heard of this, melted in tears, and entreated her 
son to save her this grief. But the youth having no doubt been tutored for the 
purpose, replied that we must obey more the voice of God than that of:a human 
being, though that human being be the mother. The student then, without the 
permission of the mother, entered the monastery of the Capuchins at Alt-Oeting. 
The mother has appealed to the civil authorities. 

PorspaM.—In this Windsor of Prussia, only more literary and more advanced 
than our royal residence, there has existed long since a scientific club. to which 


all men of culture of the place belong, and at which the members deliver scien- 


tific lectures... The President of the * Literaigo”—this is the name of the Club— 
was the Court Pieacher Grussin. He died lately, and the rabbi of the place, 
Dr. Cohn, was requested by the committee to couduct the mourning solemnity 
for the deceased, and to deliver the discourse “jin memoriam.” The rabbi, who 
was on intimate terms of friendship with the deceased, complied with the 
request. The calumnies of the re-actionists have not yet affected the cultured 
social strata of Germany. 

Brestau.—Dr. Lazarus, the new director of the Rabbinical Seminary, 
saccessor to the late Dr. Frankel, has been solemnly installed into his office, in 
the presence of the trustees, the teachers aud students of the iustitution, In 
the Inaugural Address delivered on the occasion by the Director, he expressed 
his determination to tread in the footsteps of his venerated predecessor. 


Pust.—Preparations are being made to celebrate worthily the jubilee of the 
ehief cantor of the Jewish conununity, Rev. Moritz Friedmann. In a cirealar 
issued by the Jubilee Committee, the merits of the reverend gentleman are 
pointed out, and the services rendered by him to the Jewish cause described 
in Warm Janguage. The Jubilee was to be celebrated on October 30th, it being 


the tweaty-fifth anniversary since lie entered on his sacred duties in the capital 


of Hungzry. 
Warsaw.—A superior commercial school has‘lately been opened. It was 
established at the sole cost of a coreligionist, Herr Leopold Kronenberg. 
Fraxce.—The budget for the city of Paris allotted to Protestant Worship 
78,500 france, and for the Israclitish, 11,500 francs. Yet there are only 31,757 
Protestants in Paris, while the number of Jews is probably larger.—The regula- 
tions of the Free Faculty of Law, founded by the bishops at Angiers, have now 
been published. ‘The fourteenth article runs thus : “The students must profess 


the Catholic religion, and fultil its duties. The courses of the lectures are not | 


public.”’ This is called a Free Faculty. 


Menica —The Jewish community is divided into two parties—the orthodox 


and the reformers. To satisfy both, the E'ders resolved to hand over the existing 
synagogue to the former, composed of 199 members, and to build a new one for 
the latter, consisting of 277 meubers.. They will form ono community uoder 
one and the saine rabbi. 

AMSTERDAM.—A tew strect has been opened, which is called after Sir Moses 
Montefiore —From'a re port uf the benevolent society of the diamond polishers, 
nine-tenth of whoin are Jews, it appears that while in former years 16,000 out cf 
the 30,000 Jewish iniiabitants required relief, the number of the needy is now 
reauced to 11,000), 

Kassen.—Another step in advance, While under former governments the 
salaries ef the income of school masters were generally raised, those of the Jewish 
teachers were allowed to remain in statu quo, although provisions, and, indeed, 
every article had greatly risen in price, Ihe present government has declared 
that the salaries of the Jewish teachers are to be raised, and that the funds for 
the purpose have been provided. 


Huxcary.—A conference of Hungarian orthodox rabbis was lately held at 
Presburg, in order to deliberate on the steps to be taken with respect to the 
rabbinical seminary, the establishment of which has been promised by the minis- 
try tu the neological party. ‘Lhe orthodox party is opposed to this scheme 
with might and main, mistrusting the theological education to be given to the 
‘tudents in this seminary. 
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The monthly report for October last has reached us, and we translate from 
it a few items.—The meeting took place on the 6th ult., under the presidency of 
Mr. S. H. Goldschmidt. The adhesion of 169 members and of a auwber of 
donations were announced. Amopg the latter was one by Baroti' ope 
amounting to 2,600 francs, for the school of Roustshouk, and the promise 
2,400 francs annually for three years for the same ng ee A promise of an 
annual subscription of 1,000 francs by Count Camondo for the school of Galata. 
One by M. Alexander Sidi, of Smyrna, of 1,000 francs towards proyiding the 
children of the school there with clothes —-Turkey: A letter was read from Count 
Camondo, from which it appeared that by order of the Grand Vizier the pria- 
cipal rioters at Molasso were sentenced to three and six months’ imprisonment 
respectively.—F rom a letter from M. Lurion, of Bagdad, it appears that in. the 
provincial council of Diarbekir there is no Jew, but there is one in the municipal 
council whe, however, has no salary and is only there pro forma; that the 
government does not exact from the Jews special taxes, nor does it impose npon 
them any exceptional Jabour in the construction of roads. It is, hoWever, true 
that Jewish bodies are regularly exhumed by the Mahometans in the burial 


ground, decapitated, and then allowed to rot in the open air. The agthorities do 


not interfere because it is a popular belief that to obtain rain in time of 
drenght, it is absolutely necessary to cast the head of aJew into the river! ‘The 
complaint of the Jews not to be allowed to draw water gratuitously from the 
canal passing through the city, is founded upon a firman which they say was 
granted to them 150 years ago, but which canrot be found. All other inhabitants 
have to pay for their water. There exists, moreover, a well in the Jewish 
quarter. ‘There is only one European Vice-Consul at Diarbekir—that of France. 
The’ English Consul has his seat at Erzeroum. The Jewish community of 
Diarbekir consists of sixty families, neirly all of them wretchedly poor. The 
taxes paid by them do vot exceed 10,000 piasters annnally. Very few among 
them can read and still less, write. ‘There is no trace of a school nor have they 
any books —Moroceo : The Sultan of Morocco is very friendly to the Jews and 
very accessible, 
intentions of the Prince. ‘The Sultan has lately sent an officer of his court to 
Safh and Mogador, commissioned to enquire into the murders lately committed 
npon Jews in the neighbourhood of these cities. The murderers . of Joseph 
Aingiar, of Larache, have by order of the Sultan been imprisoned, and the vice- 
governor of Alcazar has been sentenced to one month's imprisonment and to a 
fine of 160 franes, to pay the medical bill of the Jew whom he ill-treated.— 
Persia: A letter from Teheran gives the following information on the condition 
of the Jews: The Shah is very benevolent, but not so the people. The greatest 
enemies of the Jews are the converts from their midst, who siander them to the 
Mahometans. The Jews are not allowed to keep any shop, nor are they allowed 
to carry on any trade in public, for the priests say that the Jews are impure. 
bey are therfore restricted to hawking. ‘lhe children who do not attend school 
learn to weave and embroider. Others go with their fathers to the houses of Maho- 
inetans to buy old clothes. The trades carried on among them are those of tailors, 
book-binders, and public scribes. It is very difficult for the Jews to learn the 
language and the writing of the country, for the Persians do not want them to 
know their language. There are, however, native Jews who know Persian. The 
salary of a teacher would be about 600 frangs annually. The annual expense of 
a school everything included would be 30,000 francs. The Alliance has resolved 
to bring to Paris two young Persian Jews to have them educated there and then 
to send them back to their country, there to teach what they have learnea 
themselves. In reference to the burning of a Jew at Hamadan, M. Crémieux 
has received the following telegram: “ Teheran, Sept. 19, 1975, Justice est déja 
rendue. C était une affaire bien regrettable et inattendue. Soyez tranquille de mes 
sollicitudes particuliéres—H ussein."—Jaffa : The school is making progréss.

Moses Montefiore on his return from Jerusalem paid it alengthy visit and examined _ 


everything. Dr Loewe in parting. assured the director that the worthy Baronet 
sympathised with the undertaking and wished to see the designs of the building 
yet to be erected. They will be forwarded to him. He left £10 for the 
schools. Four orphan children will be placed in the school by the committee for 
providing for Palestinian orphans, formed at Berlin, under the presidency of 
Herr Gottschalk Levi, and 350 francs will be paid for each of them annually. 
At Aleppo the school had temporarily to be c'osed in consequence of the 
departure of many families from fear of cho'era.. The school of Bagdad is still 
without an, English teacher, and it is suggested to send to London under the 
auspices of the Angio-Jewish Association some young man from the preparatory 
school of Paris, there to study English in order to teach it at Bagdad.—The 
community of Canea has been promised a subsidy for the support of a school 
there.—An industrial school has been opened by the government at Smyrna, and 


three Jewish boys have been admitted ; they are provided with kosher food and 
receive instruction in their own religion. | 


Turkey.—The Pall Mall Gazette commenting upon the difficulties in the way 
of the proposal to constitute the Herzegovina and Bospia a semi-indopendent 
state after the pattern of Roumania and Servia, says: Whatever be the intoler- 
ance of the Mahommedans, that of the Christians is deeper and stronger. There 
is no practice claiming the dignity of a virtue which has so greatly lost ground 
of late years in Europe as religious toleration ; but among the Christian popu- 
lations of the East intulerance burns with an intensity incredible in the West. 
Roumania and Servia glitter with a civilization of the billiard marker and French 
Bohemian stamp, but all the diplomatic pressure of the rest of Europe can barely 
obtain immunity from persecution in those countries for the considerable and 
highly respectabie Jewish communities which they include. We may be quite 
sure that, what tue Christians of the Northern provinces of Turkey would claim, 
wherever they are mixed with Mahommedans, would be at liberty to govern their 
Mahbommedan neighbours in precisely the same way in which they allege them- 
selves to be governed by the Sultan. Thus it will be seen that according to this 
influential journal, these Principalities which affect to sympathise so profoundly 
with the oppressed Rajahs, in rea'ity rather impede than promote the solution of 
the Turkish difficulty in a sense favourable to the Christians by the flerce perse- 
cution of the Jews among those populations which formerly were under the 
Porte.

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Christian fellow-citizens, it was not without reserve. Should the archepis- 
copal appeal to the faithful for intercession, also include, as in former years, 
the conversion of the Jews, we not only must deny the acceptableness of such 
prayers in the sight of the Supreme, but must protest against it as offensive, 
mischievous, absurd, and unseasonable. When it is considered that all that 
is yaluable in Christianity, that all that renders it superior to the existing 
Gentile creeds, that all its vivilizing and ethical elements have been borrowed 
from Judaism; that Judaism to this day has preserved them in their simpli- 
city and purity, has sedulously, at the cost of innumerable deprivations, 
countless, woful persecutions, tortures and massacres, protected them from 
those perversions, exaggerations and distertions, which they have undergone 
in the course of their passage from the parental to the daughter religion ; 
that the professors of Judaism in Western Europe at least have proved the 
equals of their fellow-citizens of other faiths in intelligence, general progress, 
benevolence, and charity—it cannot but be painful to the feelings of the Jews, 
and most offensive to their self-esteem, to find themselves ranked side by side 
in the petitions of the faithful with the ignorant, debased and brucalised 
masses, swarming in the interior of Asia or peopling the wastes of Africa. 

But prayer for the conversion of an individual or people, it might be 
argued, after all is a harmless thing. The matter, after all, is left in the 
hands of a superior power, It only shows the strong affection entertained 
for those prayed for, and the anxiety to pull them back from the abyss 
yawning at their feet. This would be true if prayers ended there. But here 
comes in thesecondary effect. The feelings of the petitioner powerfully awakened, 
worked upon, and not rarely fanaticised by the very fervour of the prayers 
offered up or listened to, but too often pervert his judgment, make him lose 
sight of the boundary line between the innocent expression of a wish, 
and the guilty means that may be employed for its realisation, and blinds 
him to the iniquity of the measures adopted for the attainment of an object 
harmless in itself. And who will say that it is not this secondary object 
which ranks foremost among -the motives of those who recommend interces- 
sion to the faithful? Have we exaggerated the likely unrighteous conse- 
quence of this apparently innocent practice, the mischief with which it is but 
too often brought? Let an instance speak. We translate it from the German 
of the Wochenschrift of @ very recent date, The writer is Dr, Scuwarz, 
Physician to the Rothschild Hospital at Jerusalem :— 


A poor Jewess of Cairo came to Jerusalem to fetch her three girls from the 
missionary school. The youngest willingly followed the mother. The two 
older ones, however, of the age of twelve and fourteen, respectively, drily replied 
they had no wish whatever to get married to “ dirty Jews,” since they, if they 
remained with the missionaries might get rich and fine gentlemev. ‘The poor 
woman wished to use her maternal rights, but was beaten within an. inch of her life 
and then turned out of doors. In vain she applied to the governor of the city to 
whom she was referred. lie declared that under the Turkish law the girls had the 
right of disposing of themselves, and he had no power to compel the missionaries 
to deliver up the children against their will. The English Consul declined 


iuterfering under the same pretext. Coneul Moore seems to have forgotten the 


affair of Latakia, in which one of his colleagues sought to vbtain the liberation 
of two Protestant converts from Mahommetanism, who fancied that by change 
of religion they might escape military service but who were nevertheless enrolled. 
In this case Mr. Moore’s colleague wanted to know nothing of the barbarous 
medieval Turkish laws.* In the case in question, the Consul eatrenched bimself 


‘behind those’ very detested Turkish laws, and this too a law which must be 


abhorred- by every Protestant of cultare. The poor tamily, natives of 
Bessarabia, is now staying here at Jerusalem, and bewails in despair the fate of 
its misled members. A Turkish sentinel has been guarding the door of the 
ntissionary school for the last two months. What au expense this must be to 
the mission! -Is thisthe culture which these gentlemen wish to spread among 
the Jewa? Isthis the education given to children of twelve or fourteen, to 


promise them wealthy husbands and “ fine gentlemen,” &c. 


Would not all England cry “ Shame! Shame!” at the sight of men 
who have so heartlessly violated thie parental rights and set the daughter 
against her kith and kin, against her own mother, and taught her to break 
the fifth commandment, were her judgment not perverted by those feelings of 
charity and benevolence so powerfully worked upon by the very intercession 
recommended ? And would not every religious man throughout the whole 
length and breadth of the country withdraw his support from. these godless 
missionaries had his spiritual perception not been dimmed by the very intensity 
of the fanatical desire awakened in him for snatching a brand from the fire? 
When the boy Mortara was abducted from the parental house, all England 
resounded with indignation. The greatest horror was expressed at the papal 
iniquity, Wherein does the case in question differ from the atrocity com- 
mitted at Bologna? Perhaps in this: that in the latter the boy was torn 
with violence from the materna’ arms, and in the former the mother was 
simply swindled out of her daughters. If this be an extenuating circum- 
stance, le. the Jerusalem swindlers by all means have the benefit of it. 


When, some time ago, a weak minded youth, the son of a Protestant 


clergy man, was entrapped by a Catholic priest at St. Leonard's, and became 
alienated from family ties and utterly deaf to filial duties, all England was 
justly filled with indignation at the conduct of this Roman conversionist. 
Why is this same England now silent when a similar wrong is committed on 
& }xor confiling Jewess, by Protestant missionaries, receiving English pay ?

: Is there one measure for Catholics and another for Protestants? Verily, it 
teems 80; for, as yet, not a single Englishman has protested against this 


missionary iniquity. 

We, however, whose judgment has not been perverted, and who can 
take a dispassionate view of these proceedings, we plainly tell the abettors and 
supporters of such iniquity that a more su'cidal policy than, that adopted at 
Jerusalem cannot be resorted to by the conversioniste. It shows the Jewish . 
people clearly, and indeed to the right-minded of ali the world, that the . 
moral code of the conversionists differs in nothing from that of the kidnappers | 
of the boys Mortara and Coen. The Jewish community can only hold in . 


horror a system which allows of these acts, as these acts must necessarily 
reflect their disgrace upon a religion in whose name they are performed. We 
must leave it to those in whom fanaticism has not destroyed every feeling ot 
justice and rectitude, to judge whether a religious system by which such 
atrocities can be palliated and even justified, can possess any attraction for 
an intelligent community, and in what light they must view adherents and 
religion alike. All texts that may be quoted from their sacred writings in 
justification of such deeds will not convince the Jewish community of their 
righteousness, but rather of the unholiness of the writings by which these acts 
are allowed. Such a religion right-minded Jews will apree, may suit well 
converts whom the stern morality of the Mosaic code inconveniences, and they 
will only become the more warmly attached to the creed which teaches them 


to detest and shun principles and men cruelly subverting all foundation of 
moral law and social order. 


But these attempts at Jewish conversions are more than iniquitous, 
more than absurd. They are absolutely blasphemous. God in those very 
writings which the English people profess to venerate and obey, has given 
the assurance to Israel that He will never break His covenant with her, that 
she shall continue for ever to exist as a distinct body, has given her scores 
of ordinances which are to last fur ever. How therefore dare any man recom- 
‘mend the faithful to address their petitions to the Sapreme that those should 
be converted and consequently absorbed by the surrounding masses, who by 
His declaration should remain distinct for ever and that they should disobc, 
those very statutes enjoined on them in perpetuity? Do such prayers not 
‘fly in the face of God? And are attempts at conversion growing out from 
these prayers not as absurd since they are self-contradictory as they are blas- 
phemous inasmuch as they ask for a thing which He has declared solemnly 
cannot be granted ’ 

We go a step still further. Even if those prayers and conversion 
attempts were quite lawful, would they be seasonable? Ours is a time when 
all religion is endangered. Science, divorcing itself from all positive religion, 
endeavours to drag the intelligence of the civilised world after it. Every- 
where attacks are made upon revealed religion, and even theism is no longer 
accepted by the rank and file of scientists. Materialism or nihilism is the

common watchword. Positive religion cannot spare one single particle of any 
ayasilable force for defence.

Again, I have shown that in some excellent 
echoole the teachers declare that certain results cannot be obtained, whillst in 
others ihey are accomplished witnout difficulty, although under the same pressure. 
Yet the teachers are in the one case not a whit the less qualified, nor in the 
slightest degree lews anxious te maintain the high standard of excellence at 
which they aim, than are those in the other, We wart then to learn from each 
other. We have “school committees in most of onr On these, we 
have wentlenpen who from the university deprecs they hold, are supposed tu 
know wll about sehoo's. That these gentlemen are wost anxious fer the 
welfare of th» institutions is beyen! a doubt, and it is ce:tcin that their superior 
talents and the high tone of their education reuJer their presence on such com- 
muittees an inestimable boon, but theyhave been educated in schoo!s very different 
from thoee for which they are now called on to legislate, and thus it is that 
there is in some of our schools just a likelihood of the * Universily polish ” 
being attempted before the roughness of the surface has been sufficiently 
removed, and there is a tendency in some of the boys to look forward to a 
scholarship and a “ higher education,” by which to my certain knowledge some 
have been ruined, whilst, bad their further education been of a sound and tech 
nical character, they would have entered the world of trade and industry, instead 
of becoming poor scholars without ewployment. With gentlemen of repute in 
the educational world there should be aseociated men of business and the teachers 
of the school. These know the special tendencies of the boys—mental and 
inoral —aod their advice would be invaluable. 

I do not intend entering on the scholarship question at any length. I will 
merely say that the system isthe founiation of results such as I have roughly 
sketched above, and that so long as the bovs compete with each other, instead of 
fighting against a given standard se high that only a few boys of marked talent 
could attain it, euch must be the case. If the scholarshep were withheld until a 
few boys of the higher order presented themselves, the amounts accumulated 
would be of material service in promoting their progress in life, and in enabling 
them to work with an easy mind whilst making ‘for themselves a position to 

Besides this, however, the question ariees why do we want a separate 
Education Committee, and a different plan of work in eaci: school 2? Would not 
the whole purpose be accompli-hed in a far better manner by a Jewish Board of 
Education? I have already laid before the publica plan for the organisation of 
such a Board. I need only, therefore, here give a rough outline of its duties, 
some of which I have mentioned in iny first letter. It should consist of men of 
experiencs‘in educationa! matters, of practical teachers and others. It should 
draw up ascheme by which the working of all the Jesish schouls in Evgland 
should be conducted, having especial regard to the accurate balancing of the 
Hebrew and religious instruction with the demands of the code. It should 
collect funds, wiih which to establish or aid schoo!s, and to provide teachers in 
localties where the means of the revidents do not admit of their educating their 
children, It should promote the publication of school-books specially adapted 
for Jewish schools, wall pictures of subjects from Jewish History, &c It should 
carefully watch the development of the government sclieme of education, and by 
holding periodical conferences, should discuss the test means of carrying it out 
so as to produce the most suceessful resulte, whilst at the samia time carrying out 
the Hebrew instruction in the same proportion. It should appoint an organising 
inspector who should not only visit the whole of the schools, but should put all 
of the teachers on one footing, as far as knowledge of general arrangements, 
standards, &c. It should keep up a correspondence with the /ocal committees, 
by whom its arrangements, as far as they bear on their own school, should be 
administered, and in every case such local committees should be represented at 
the Board by two of ite members. It should in every way promote unity of 


action, and should by “Board” prizes encourage emulation amongst the whole | 


of the schools. I cannot conclude these letters without referring to schools as 
the great mediuin for the promulgation of our holy religion. I bave urged that 
we must have religious education in Jewish schools, and all the arguments I 
have used tead to the accomplishment of this great object. 7 

It is true that within the last few years an opinion has-been given by eome 
men who are quite as warm in their love of our nation as aay of us, men who to 
save their very lives would not cedo one jot of our glorions belief. yet on this 
point they are in error when they say “ we no longer want communal schools, 
send our children to non-Jewish schools, and let them be taugut Hebrew at 
home, or at special ‘ religious schoo's.’ ”

in the habit of inspecting the Cliristian schools throughout the eountry, or they 
would not by a single wor! promote the attendance of onr children in ave’. They

And 
if we were to preas the matter further, stiould we not be compelled to enquire, 
“ig proper synagogue accommodation provided for our poor people and their 
families?" and the answer must be inthe negative Why shou!d not every one 
of eur school houses be used as Syuapoenes ot Sabbaths as some of them are on 
the New Year and Day of Atonement? Our Uhbristias brethren set us good 
examples in this respect for most of their schools are used for Divine Service, 
And turther, why ‘shou'd there not be free sittings for our poor children 
in every one of our syuagogues? Again, why should not some of the staf 
of teachers attend and escort them to synagogue, as they do in our. National 
Schools? The whole staff would not be required for che attendance could be by 
rota, so as net to press too heavily on the teachers, who are already severely 
taxed during the week. In. cases where the teachers could not from various 
circumstances take Sabbath duty, it would always be clieerfully attended to by 
the ladies and gentlemen of the Committee; the Ladies’ Committee of the 
Bayswater Scliool carefully watch the attendauee of the children at synagogue 
and give prizes for regularity. 

Periodically.our clergymen should hold special services for children ; the 
synagogue being filled with a youthful congregation. Many of us have been pre- 
sent at the annual gathering of charity children under the dome of St. Pauls, and 
a glorious siglit it is; but need we go there to see such ‘a one ¢ 

Let us picttire to ourselves our Great Synagogue filled with our Jewish 
school children, the arena with boys, the rank and file of our future people, the 
galleries thronged with girls, tle future mothers in Israe)].

All see the sacred scroll on.which is written the words spoken.on 
Sinai, and the ange's must rejoice as the chant bursts from the whole mass of 
chiliren forming a glorious choir: “And this is the Law which Moses placed 
before the children of Israel from the mouth of God by the hand of Moses, It 
is a tree of life to those that take hold of it, and its followers are happy. Her 
ways are ways of pleasantness, and al! her patie are peace.’ Sh 

And then, standing before the holy Ark, owr venerable Chief Rabbi in. his 
simple, touching and affectionate words addresses the youthful throng. He 
spreads his hands over them and pronounces the priestly blessing, and as be ends, 
“ The Lord lift up His countenance on thee and give thee peace,” we feel that 
the words must sink deeply into the hearts of the children, that years hence in 
distant lands, in sorrow, in sickness or in danger, these words will be to them 4 
rock to lean on, a haven of rest. They will give to others the peace which 161 
their own hearts, they will comfort, encourage, and strengthen those around 
them ; religious feeling may be aroused in breasts in which it had previous'y 
been a stranger ; a hut or a tent will become a synagogue as pleasing to our 
Father in Heaven as the most gorgeous pile. The Word of iod wril be preacied. 
His Glory will spread over al], and His waime will be sanctified. ‘The workers 
will work on with all the more zeal—“ with trutn for.their creed and God for 
their guide "—and this should be the end and aim of Jewish Education.

braham.—TIlis Life, Time ond Travels, as Contemp k 
4 Auvrx, M/A. (Henry 8. King.) a8 by a Contempcrary.—By the Rev. 


Amorg all the personages looming up from the mist of antiquity, there is 
none that can Compare with Abraham in mysteriousness, splendour, dignity and 
attractiveness. Full of affection and regard for his kinsfolk, he can vet be 
inexorable at the bidding of duty. Gentle to tenderness, he has yet a firra will 
when a resolution is ovce taken. A profound lover of peace, he ean yet strike a 
sharp blow when the wrongs of the innocent are to be redressed, Courteous, 
disintereate1, generous and hospitable, he is the pattern of everything that in our 
daye we call gentlemanly. luleed, were we not afraid of being charged with 
Judicronsness by applying to a scriptural perfonage a designation 80 theroughly 
identified with tnodern notions and ideas, we shuuld call Abjabain the Gentleman 


of the Bible. He certainly possessed in an eminent degree all the qualities by 
which a gentletian is constituted. 


We have spoken of mysteriousness. Without a word of introduction, he 
suddenly appea's on the stage of history, and at once becomesthe centre of 4 
series of adventurous deeds and incidents which rivet attention upon him and 
his God-inspiréd movemente, Amidst a people steaped in dolatry , he proclaims 
the only God. Amidst tribes addicted to the most degrading vices, he practices 
the highest virtues with an ease and gracefulnees which show that this habit bad 
become second nature in him. No wonder that a character so simple, so lovely, 
50 sympathetic, and yot so grand and magnificent, should lave attracted universal 
attention and found warm admirers. No wonder that from rewote antiquity be 
should have beeome the hero of numereus legends more or lees poetical. settling 
round ibis memory as do the strata of @ crystal around the nuclens, Josephus 
has a good dealtu say about Abraham. lle was vnly the late echo of voices 
» bich bad died away jong before him. The Talmud, the Midrashim. and the 
Bo kof Yashar contain frequent references to him. Arabic authors; tuo, often make 
mention of him. The late Dr. Beer of Dresden collected all the legends referring to 
Ahraham scattered about in Hebrew writings and published them. ‘They form an 
interestin;; volume. It will therefore not be surprising to find an Englixh author 
yield tw tothe cbarmsheld out by the life and achievements of the grand jarcl @ 
trying his handse—aod by no means those of a tyro—on the materials tinus offered 
arranging them in accordance with the scriptural clueand filling up the interstices 
aod transforming the Biblical account into akind of historical novel or commen- 
tary as our author states. 


The comparatively recent researches in the country whence Abraham came, 
and the regions visited by him, offer sufficient elements for this purpose, and it 
may be said in recognit*on of our author's skill that all the i: ciden‘e interwoven 
by him, if they did not happen, might have happened. The style, althongh 
somewhat prolixz, is placid and dignified, a pious vein runs through the whole of 
it, and the book wili no doubt be most acceptable tu the clase of readera for 
whom it is intended. Thus much we may say in praise of it. But on the other 
hand we can hardly approve of the special object which scems to have guided 
our author's pen in the composition of this work. On every occasion, suitable 
or not, he brings out Abraham's faith in bold relief; he lingers upon it with fond- 
ness for the purpose of illustrating this faith. Abraham is a pattern of faith, 
and his faith is exhibited to the best advantage possible for the purpose of 
exciling the readers emulation. Now, this we do not consider an unmixed 
good. Abraliam no doubt was in possession of an internal criterion by means of 
which he could test the faith within him, alihough no mention is made. of this 
in the Bible. The Deity which vouchsafed to him special communications, 
undoubtedly enabled him by infallibie means to discern between a divine call 
to him coming from without, and a purely imaginary one, which might be the 
consequence of pure hallucivation. ‘This faith rested on a solid basis. Self- 
deception was wat of the question. But what is the criterion possessed by an 
every-day mortal stirred up to imitate the Patriarch’s faith, to distinguish, we 
-will not say between direct acominand of the Deity and a delusive voice, the 
creation of his own imagination, but the whisperings.of his conscience and that 
of folly or interest simulating the eall of duty ? The power of darkness but too 
often assumes the gerb of the angel of light. God-inspired, holy personages 
should not, without warring be pointed out to unaided human weakness, as an 
example to be implicitly followed in all their actions. Much mischief must and 
does arise from thie oversight. Faith is an edged tool; only experts can use it 
with advantage. In the hands of the indolent or weak-minded—and their 
-bumber is legion—it must prove injurious and not rarely ruinous. 


Then again, if incidents had to be introduced in order to represent the life 
of the patriarcli as a connected whole and to illustrate it forcibly, we should 
have preferred the utilisation of thoee ready to hand te the invention of new 
ones. Dr. Beers book mentioued before would have yielded our author as 
copious a supply of materials as could have been needed. There is not a feature 
in Abraham's character but it finds its illustration in them. Further, the work before 
us, we are told, is a kind of comms: ntary on the Scriptural account of the life of the 
Patriarch. Now wo have failed to see what particulars it elucidates. Indeed, in the 
lengthy narrative of the deluge, put iuto the mouth of Eber, details are brought 
forward fromthe obscurity in which they are shrouded inthe original, whichcannot 
but increase tie difficulties of the believer. While these details remain in the 
twilight of poetry, which the devout student may pass by unooticed, or which if 
Roticed, his imagination may view and depict them as it inay see fit, no harm can 
ensue. But the moment they are dragged forth into daylight represented and 
treated as historical! facts, they challenge that severe criticism to the strain of 


which they were never intended to be subjected. The structure of the ark, its 


contents, the objects of the flood, as well as the relation of the survivors to the 
world that perished, must be viewed with the eye of faiti. To attempt to 
present them: to the material eye, is to work into the hands of tho sceptic. 


Lastly, wethink the wor<isspun out too much so asto occupy 309 octavo pages, 
apart from the introduction and notes, and the life of Abraham is brought 
down only to the death of Tera. In the Bible the whole account embraces six 
verses. There is too much extraneous matter introduced. For all this we have 


beraged the yolume with much interest, and shall look forward to its successors 
with pleasure.

The scheme for the federation of the Orphan Asylum with the Jews’ Hos- 
pital will, it is understood, be shortly laid before the subscribers to the Orphan 
Asyluin for formal adoption. All true frieuds of the charity will learn with 
unfeigned regret that an attempt will probably be made to raise captious 
opposition to the effectuation of the highly desirable alliance between the two 
institutions. There is one ray of comfort in the fact that the opposition, if raised 


will emanate from an ill-informed quarter, and is not likely to affect the final 


decision. Eloquence of the tinsel kind will have but little weight with 
the class ef persons who will form the bulk of the meeting. The persons 
who think to gain for themselves an importance by their opposition should 
take warning by the ridicule which covered those who raised an opposition at 
the Great Synagogue tu the scheme of the United Synagogue. One of the leaders 
of the “ forlorn hope,” we remember, even read his speech from a copy-book like 
a boy reading his lesson at school! Celebrity gained at the sacrifice of the good 
opinicn of men of ripe judgment and experience is deaily bought.

JOTTINGS FROM ABROAD. 


Tus Jews IN GeRMany.—The Allg. Zeit.d Jud., referring to the fact that 
in the summer session of 1874 there were 6,190 students of medicine in all the 
German universities, while in the summer session of 1875 there were only 6,039, 
being 150 less, observes that among the many causes for the diminution, one 

robably is the increase in the number of Jews who are turning to the profession 
of the law. Formerly the Jaw was practically closed to the Jews, and they 
chiefly went for a medical career. In Berlin there is a society for assisting 
deserving young Jewish students throughout their university course; and as a 
fact, the student-rell of the University of Berlin includes a considerable number 
of Jews, To these observations of the Jewish paper it may be added, as an 
indication of the enormous social influence of the Jews of Berlin, that half the 


municipal representatives of the city are Jews, while the relative proportion in 
the total population is not one-twentieth. 


CasseL.—By order of the military commander, the Jewish soldiers of the 
garrison are taarched into the synagogue every Friday evening and Saturday 


morning to attend divine service. Service over, they are marched back into the 
barrack under the command of a corporal. 


BoHEMIA.—Some uneasiness prevails among the Jews of Bohemia in conse- 
quence of the publication of a translation from the German of “ The Talmnd- 
Jew,” which is being widely circulated among the common people and which 
charges the Jews, on Talmudical grounds, with the habitual disregard of all 
moral precepts. Among the enlightened Germans the publication did litie 
harm, especially asits contents met with a speedy and able refutation. But the 


Czechs are not so far advanced as the Germans ; and popular excesses are 
apprehended. 


Ressta— We learn that the Conversion Society has sent several mission- 
aries to Warsaw, and that the local authorities have received orders from head- 
quarters tu give the missionaries every protection and aid in their power. We 
are afraid we shall now soon hear of all kinds of imposition, and moral, if not 


physical, pressure practised by these decoys, generally baptised Jews, and who 
are expected to show a quid pro quo. 


Pews 1x Synacoctes.—The litigation abont family pews in synagogues, 
seems now to be the order of the day in the United States. Scarcely is the 
dispute at New York on this subject settled, when we hear of a law-suit in a 
congregat‘on of Boston. Onel section,of the congregation contends for family 
pews in the synagogue, and another opposes the innovatlun. A Court of 
Justice will decide the dispute. It is scarcely creditable to these trans-Atlantic 
communities that they cannot settle their religious differences among themselves, 
but must have recourse to the law of the land. 


A Royat Visir.—We lately referred to a visit paid by the deceased King 
of Portugal to the Portuguese at Amsterdam, The Jewish Record 
contains the following account of this occurrence, written by an ye-witness’: 
“In the year 1852 or 1805, the young King Pedro of Portugal, then under the 
guardianship of his wicle, visited Holland iacognito, and our illustrious King 
William advised when visitmz Aisterdam, not. to neglect sceing the Por- 
tuguese Synagogne. A dispatch was received, .that Don Pedro V., with attend- 
auts, would pay a visit to the synagogue at 3 p.m. of the same day. None were 
permitted to attend bat the Mahamad or Kerkeraad, the clergy, and a few-invited 
guests. Being quite a boy at that time, curiosity led me to witness the ‘ grand 
show,’ and through the back door of the residence of my uncle, Hazan Joost 
Chumaceiro, I got entrance to the women’s gallery of the synagogue. The late 
Dr. Sarphati, if 1 am ‘not mistaken, then President of the Congregation, led the 
king to the synagogue, and a large retinue of high dignitaries from the courts 
of Holland and Portugal followed them. When everythiog was shown to the 
illustrious visitors, they were couducted-to. the Mahamad or meeting-room of 
the congregation. ‘There, my father, Rev. A. M. Chumaceiro, solicited by the 
president, addressed the king in the Portuguese language. 
went to the Beth Hammedrash, and after reading the names of the donora to 
that institution fof the last two hundred and fifty years, which names 


are painted on large boards on the side walls, the king made use 
of the remarks mentioned in your article, and, furthermore, that 
he imagined himself that momeot to be in the. large halls of 


learning in Portugal. lie spoke of the tolerance our people en- 
joyed in Amsterdam, of the wealth and industry they had brought to that 
city, and of which Portugal was now deprived. Ile promised that on his return 
to his country, he would make proper use of these Impressions, so that on an 
early day the Jews might return to that country which had suffered so much 
from their expulsion. ‘The king's brother, Alplonso, was among the visitors. 
On their return to Portugal, he honestly carried ont his liberal intentions, but 
unfortunately died after a short reign, with other members of his family, from 
a malignant disease then prevaleut in the royal palace. His brother Alphonso 
succeeded him to the throne, and married, [ believe, a daughter of the tolerant 
and popular King Victor Emanuel. Alphenso, present king of Portugal, has 
faithtuily complied with the desire of his 'amented brother, and: nowhere in 
Europe do the Jews at present enjoy greater protection than in VPortngal. My 
father still considers that event as one of the happy moments of his life, and 


often spoke to his dtildren of these remarks as they have been related to you by 
18 SON.
